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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed on August 23, 2004 has been entered and considered and an 
action on the merits follows. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "automated control 
device" (claim 1, line 12) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended. 5 ' If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in 
the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing 
figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
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and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Specification 

The proposed amendment filed on August 23, 2004 fails to overcome 
informalities noted in the previous office action. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In paragraph 26, line 5, the word "value" should be changed to — valve — . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1, line 1 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
The word "such" should be changed to — said — . 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 
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Regarding claim 1 , line 4, it is unclear what structural inter-relationship exists 
between "a heating means" and other elements (i.e. platens, regulating means,..) in the 
claim. 

Regarding claim 1, line 12, there is no antecedent basis for "the deviation" in the 
claim. Additionally, it is unclear what "deviation" applicant refers to. 

Regarding claim 1, line 12, there is no antecedent basis for "the desired set point" 
in the claim. Additionally, it is unclear what "desired set point" applicant refers to. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 and 5, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 

being unpatentable over Fails (US 3,785,279) and McClure, Jr. (US 4,365,547), 

further in view of Eguchi et aL (hereinafter "Eguchi") (JP 40-2070406A). Fails, as 

modified by McClure, Jr., discloses the invention substantially as claimed as set forth in 

the previous Office action. Fails does not disclose the means for responding including an 

automated control device to reduce the temperature variation/deviation between the 

heating fluid circulating cycles. However, the patent to Eguchi, in a platen 

pressing/molding art, teaches that it is old and well known to provide a press with means 

for regulating the temperature of a platen (13). The temperature regulating means 
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comprises: means for circulating a heat fluid (25, 25); means for detecting the 
temperature (22, 23) of the heating fluid as it exits the platen; and means for responding 
to the detected temperature (20, 21, and 35) that includes an automated control device 
(35) to reduce the temperature variation/deviation between the heating fluid circulating 
cycles (see page 13, last paragraph and page 14 of the translation copy). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skilled in the art the time the invention 
was made to provide Fails' s means for responding with a control device, as taught by 
Eguchi, in order to increase the pressing/molding yield (page 14, line 17). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on August 23, 2003 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
